bomb is the industrial know-how 
of how to build and put together 
and operate the bomb and that 
that secret will never be given to 
the world. | 
HOPEFUL ON PROBLEMS 

At the same time, the President 
said that he is highly optimistic 
concerning the threshing out of 
vexing international problems and 
that he does not consider that the 
Big Five conference of foreign 
ministers in London was in any 
way a failure. 

He said that there have never 
been any clashes of interest with 
Russia—that Russia and the Unit- 
ed States have always been friends 
and he hopes they will remain so. 

Mr. Truman held his press con-’ 
ference on the front porch of the 
fishing lodge of Mrs. Lind Morris, 
near the shores of this lake resort. 

The President said that he is 
confident present international 
problems will work themselves out 
gradually just as he is sure that 
our domestic problems will be 
worked out.

Streptomycin Tests 


Now Under 


Medical researchers at -Grady 


Way Here

streptomycin, under test tube observation. 


Producers of the new drug say 
that it has brought results in some 
cases where penicillin has failed 
and that it has been effective in 
the treatment of typhoid fever, 
tularemia and infections of the di- 
gestive tract. 

Experiments with the drug have 
caused men in some medical cir- 
cles to label it a “new wonder 
drug.” 

RESERVING OPINION 

It is a fermentation product 
from a mold-like organism similar 
to penicillin and may be given 
either by mouth or by hypoder- 
mic, but usually by the latter 
method, 


Grady hospital doctors, as well 
as researchers at the Georgia state 
department of health, are watch- 
ing experiments with the new 


drug with much interest but, on | 


the basis of progress thus far, are 
reserving their opinion of its 
value. 

Both groups of specialists agree 
that the drug is still “very much 
in the experimental stage.” 

Grady hospital has had a small 
quantity of the drug for labora- 
tory experiment work. Here are 
the conclusions of the Grady re- 


searchers concerning its value thus 


far: 
CAUTION ADVISED 
Evidence of its general useful- 
ness is scanty. 
That it will be beneficial in the 
treatment of typhoid is doubtful. 
Its use in the treatment of tu- 
berculosis should be undertaken 


|with “extreme caution.” At this 
stage of experiment the drug does 
not appear to be as valuable in 
‘the treatment of tuberculosis; as 
'the conventional methods. 


The drug is at present too copst- 
ly for general civilian use due to 
its slow production rate. oe 

Dr, T. F. Sellers, director of the 
division of laboratories at the 
Georgia state department of 
health, declares that the drug 
|presently is in @ “purely experi- 
mental stage.” He describes evi- 
‘dence that it is effective in the 
‘treatment of tuberculosis as 
| “meager.” 

“RATHER TOXIC”

Congress 
Honor Medal 


For ‘Conchy’ 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—(4)— 
For the first time in history, a 
conscientious objector has been 
awarded the nation’s highest mili- 
tary decoration, the Congressional 
Medal of Honor. 

The War Department announced 
today that the medal would be 
presented to Pfc. Desmond T. 
Doss, 26, of Lynchburg, Va., a 
member of the 307th Infantry 
Medical Detachment, First Bat- 
talion, 77th Division, for outstand- 
ing bravery in aiding his wounded 
comrades during the fight 
Okinawa. Pfc. Doss, himself 
wounded several times, will re- 
ceive the award -from President 
Truman Oct. 12. : 

His citation, listing more than 
a half dozen specific acts of hero- 
ism between April 29 and May 21, 
said Doss’ name “became a symbol 
for outstanding gallantry through- 
out the 77th Infantry division.” 

Brig. Gen, Edward H. Randle, 
Commanding general of the divi- 
sion, said that “on being inducted 
into the military service. Pvt. Doss 
was, and still is, a conscientious 
objector. He refused to carry arms

I used Willie and Joe in my cartoons because riflemen like them 


are the best guys and the most important guys in a war. 


Those who 


work nearest the front know that the rifleman has the hardest job. 
Occasionally, however, I tried to branch out a little—with artillery and 


. medics and engineers, mostly. 

The Germans respected our ar- 
tillery. Our Army seemed less 
reluctant than the German army 
to expend shells instead of men. 
If one of our artillery observers 
in an infantry position saw a few 
Germans, he was very likely to 
get excited and throw a concen- 
tration of shells at them. The 
battered krauts, who came from a 
land where shells were costly, 
lives were cheap, and logic gov- 
erned action, couldn't understand 
why we didn’t send an infantry 
patrol instead. 

Nevertheless, their artillery was 
damned good—and in some places 
they: had us outgunned. 
88-mm was the terror of every 
dogface. It could do everything 
but throw shells around corners, 


and sbmetimes we thought it even | 


did that. 

The infantryman hates* shells 
more than anything else. He can 
spend hours camouflaging himself 
Against enemy observation, but 
the kraut who is twisting the con- 
trols on the 88 a couple of moun- 
tains away doesn’t see what he is 
shooting at, and so his shell is 
just as likely to hit-the good sol- 
dier who is under cover as the 
dumb one who is standing on top 
of a knoll. 

The doggie becomes a specialist 
on shells after he has been in the 
line awhile. Sometimes he hates 
those that come straight at him 
more than those that drop, be- 
cause the high ones give him 
warning. On the other hand, if 
the flat one misses him it keeps 
on traveling, while the dropped 
one can kill him even if it misses 
him by dozens of yards. He has 
no love for either kind. 

Some shells scream, some whiz, 
some whistle and others whir. 


Most flat-trajectory shells sound 


like rapidly ripped canvas. How- 


itzer shells seem to have a two- 


toned whisper. 

Let’s get the hell off this sub- 
ject.

Outside of the 
bazooka, they carry more vicious- 
ness and wallop per pound than 
any weapon the infantry has.

Because of the mor- | 
tar’s limited range, they have to 
work so close to the front that 
they are a favorite target for snip- 
ers, patrols, shells and counter- 
mortar fire.

I saw a Catholic chaplain at Sa- 
lerno gather up his white robes 
and beat a Focke-Wulf's tracers 
into a muddy ditch by a split sec- 
ond, then return and carry on the 
service as if nothing had happen- 
ed. I had a lot of respect for 
those chaplains who kept up the 
spirits of the combat guys. They 
often gave the troops a pretty 
firm anchor to hang onto.

Slowly, but surely, the Administration’s 
course.in the current labor chaos becomes 
clear—and as it becomes clear Mr. Tru- 
man’s policy lends itself to indorsement. 


A winning fight is being made to get 
strikers back to work. This is being done 
through conciliation and through seizure 
of plants. 


Too much cannot be said for Secretary 
Schwellenbach’s untiring efforts. 


Mr. Truman knows, as well as anyone 
else, that seizure of plants is not a solution. 
So does the Secretary of Labor. 


This present policy is but a stop-gap. 


It emphasizes the fact, developed here 
once before, that Mr. Truman places great 
hope in the November cénference of labor 
and management. 


His wisdom in setting the November 
date is more and more apparent. At first 
there was a suggestion, in which this news- 
paper participated, that the date of the

The November meeting may not pro- 
duce much in its initial days or weeks, 
Spadework must be done. 


But it is known that Mr. Truman hopes 
to get the government out of the business 
of settling strikes. Like everyone else, he 
believes in letting labor and management 
settle their problems. But he knows there 
must be machinery to do this, He will 
try, with all his personal power and that 
of his administration, to bring this about. 
If he can get labor and management to 
set up machinery for arbitrating and con- 
ciliating disputes, with a pledge to abide 
by decisions, he will have acomplished one 
of the great achievements of this genera- 
tion.

They must know that congress is in a 
mood, should the November conference 
fail, to pass legislation not abridging the 
right of collective bargaining, but remov- 
ing special privileges and making unions 
responsible contractually and financially. 


It certainly is not a time for labor to 
be bucking its leadership and engaging 
in irresponsible wildcat actions. A battle 


for power inside labor also would be dis- 


astrous. 


Nor is it a time for wild and hysterical 
speeches or writings, offering no solution. 


This happens to be 1945 and the end 
of the most bloody, destructive war ever 
known. | 


Solution of the inevitable chaos will 
not be quick or easy. 


Mr. Truman awaits the November con- 
ference with hope.

Hands in Your Pocket 


Some of your tax dollars know about Kun- 
ming, China. 

ea ot ' It is a sprawling, frontier-like town on the 
banks of a charming lake. Outside the town, “out-of-bounds,” 
there are open bars such as the old frontier towns knew—planks 
set on barrels with a bit of canvas overhead. There are thieves 
and harlots and beggars and there are richly-clad merchants and 
black market operators. There are the soldiers, too, and the rick- 
shaw men and the street vendors. 

You may take a stand at a central corner and see almost any- 
thing go by. It was in front of the Red Cross building I found 
myself staring at two old crones as they hobbled by on the tiny 
“lily feet’—the last generation of women whose feet were bound 
in infancy and kept that way until adulthood. The children screamed 
and endured agony for years as their growing bones sought release. 
The result is a sort of hoof, small but entirely unlily-like. I had 
to turn away my eyes, thinking on what those two old women pad 
suffered as children. 

The streets at night, I think, are the most fascinating of all. 
They are lit, very badly, by oil lamps and lanterns. There is a 
constant sound of talking, of laughter, of shouts. Through it all 
come the grunts and calls of the rickshaw men, the constant sound 
of the little bell—tonka-tonka-tonka-tonka—which each carries. 
There are the open doors of shops, the restaurants with ducks 
hanging in a long string back from the door;‘the smells of cook- 
ing; of musty packing, the smell of unwashed people, and all the 
while the streets flow with their river of people as they do in 
China and India. Look at it beneath the weird light of oil lamps, 
mingle witb it, smell it and feel it about you—and you will never 


forget it. 

Yunnan Kunming was in the news the other day. There was 
fighting. Chiang Kai-shek had ousted the war lord, 

Gen. Lung Lyung Yun, who all through the war had controlled 

Yunnan province. Gen. Lung has had his hands in your pockets 

and I'll bet you never knew it. 

His troops never fought the Japanese. With the exception of the 
Chinese fifth army, his troops were the best in China. 

The Americans had a great base at Kunming. It was the termi- 
nus of the tortuous Burma Road. 

Gen. Lung’s crowd made Ali Baba and the Forty Thieves look 
like philanthropists. He was a great racketeer himself and his 
province was the headquarters of thieves. 

There was more stuff stolen off the Burma Road before it was 
cut than arrived at its destination. He and his gang explained why 
the Burma Road was, before it was ended by Japanese invasion, 
pretty much of a racket. No one will ever know how many Chinese 
millionaires were made by the Burma Road. A good many of our 
lend-lease dollars went into the pockets of these thieves. There 
was no help for it. It was part of the price we all had to pay for 
not being ready. 

Gen. Lung was a protector of thieves, and inevitably got his 
“squeeze.” 

When we first sent in money to aid the Chinese, much of it 
was kept as graft. When we sent rice, most of it was sold to the 
Japanese. Even after we got in there and saw that the rice was 
delivered and cooked and served; even when we trained the troops 
and found them as good as the world knows, the stealing went on 
and Kunming was the center of it. 

All the while there was evidence that Lung was dealing with 
the Japanese. He hated Chiang Kai-shek and any of Chiang’s 
soldiers who ventured into Yunnan province were sure to be killed. 


Old Sto Well, there was fighting in Kunming the other day. 
ry It lasted for a week. The war lord Lung was 
“out”; Gen. Lu Han, of the Chinese national army, was in. 

But now I see where Gen. Chiang Kai-shek is following the 
old pattern. He has appointed the deposed war lord, which is a 
polite word for bandit, to a sinecure in Chungking. His troops, 
one assumes, will go work for the Central government. 

This is the “fix” for a war. lord who spent his whole time as 
ruler of a province of thieves; who made money out of the Japa- 
nese by working with them. All the while our great base was 
The Japanese were close by at times 
and they. couldn’t be sure Gen. Lung wouldn’t cast in his lot with 
them and open on us. But he saw which way the sands were 
running in the hour glass of war and reméined neutral. 

Now Chiang has bought him off. A higher bidder can get him. 

But Lung knows, of course, that if he doesn’t walk straight he 
will accidentally “fall” into one of Chungking’s sewers or, in the 
dark, -walk off one of the cliffs. 

There are great and magnificent Chinese who by their sin- 
cerity and nobility match every great-dream we have had about 
China. 

But there, also, are the Gen. Lungs.

to mark. the existing streets or 
roads or direct the traffic. ; 

Of course a little widening and 
cutting off dangerous and protrud- 
ing corners would be helpful but it 
is being too optimistic tc ever ex- 
pect that.

But, when I dreamed, on that hospital bed, it was of the meals 
I had eaten as a boy, a little boy with the stomach ache or some 
other childish. disorder. 

A few days later, when I bégan to dream of leaving that hos- 
pital and going home, it was my own bed, my own surroundings 
and my wife’s cooking—most of all—that was compelling.

A belief now held by millions 
is that increased pay would solve 
their economic problems. It seems 
reasonable, and anybody who 
questions it seems an enemy of 
the working man. 

But economic law doesn’t work 
that way. 

If you and I, and nobody else, 
could obtain fat pay increases, our 
economic problems would 
solved and nobody would be hurt 
—except maybe the Doss. 


But what is true of two is not 
true of millions. (Two men might 
vote ten times without affecting 
an election, but what if all Re- 
publicans did it?) 

Nobody has found a way to in- 
crease production costs without 
increasing the cost of the thing 
produced. 

Where workers need more pay 
to live decently, and the business 
can absorb the increase, every- 
body who has a heart and a sense 
of fair play would approve high- 
er wages, Americans hate sweat- 
shop injustice. 

But where higher wages for 
many mean higher prices for all, 
the workers get no real benefit, 
but suffer with the rest of us; 
and if that higher-wage-higher- 
price spiral gets out of control, 
we'll have another crazy boom 
and then a depression that will 
inevitably ruin all of us together.

Plague White House 


WASHINGTON.—After a White House din- 
™ ner the other night, a check-up of the silver 
| ware revealed that about 200 ves, forks or 
spoons were missing. | 
The dinner, a buffet affair, was given by President and Mrs. 
Truman for the entertainment of some 200 convalescing service- 
men stationed in hospitals at Washington. 


It seems that one piece of silverware was missing for about 
every guest present. The boys enjoyed themselves thoroughly and 
each of them, it appears, took home a souvenir. 


They wanted a memento of the pleasant occasion and anything 
with the “White House” or the “President's House” engraved on 
it appealed to their sense of appropriateness. 


In calling attention to the incident the purpose is not to accuse 
the servicemen of “thievery.” Most of them readily admitted their 
“pilferings.” One bluejacket even bemoaned the “fact that the 
plates were hard to handle—otherwise he would have gotten away 
with one of these. 

_ What the servicemen did was merely in keeping with a na- 
tional trait. The American people, for the most part, are souvenir 
hunters. They like to take home something to remind them of the 


places they have been.

Mrs. Roosevelt's Experience Nothing bette oan 
had by Mrs. Roosevelt during the 12 years she resided in the White 
House as the First Lady of the land. 

When Mrs. Truman checked up 200 piecés of silverware short 
after one night’s party, she was just beginning to understand some 
of the trials and tribulations that plagued her predecessor—that 
eg plagued every First Lady since the White House 
was built. 

Shortly before leaving the White House, Mrs. Roosevelt told a 
few close friends what some of these trials and tribulations were.

Cigarets Some producer once sent President Roosevelt a large 

. consignment of cigarets with the monogram FDR on 
them. They were not the President’s brand, so Mrs. Roosevelt 
thought it would be a gond idea to distribute them around the 
White House. . 

The cigarets disappeared so fast that no one knew what hap- 
pened to them. They were eagerly gobbled up by White House 
guests, who took a pride in showing them to their friends. 

It was the same way with match books and ash trays. Mrs. 
Roosevelt could never keep enough of these around to accommodate 
_ needs of guests. They disappeared as fast as they were put 

own. 

The ash tray problem got so bad that it became necessary to 
use a very cheap and simple design. Few of them were ever found 
to be broken. They disappeared in the pockets of souvenir hunters. 

. Even at formal functions cookies and other port- 
Cookies, Too able delicacies disappear in like manner. lot 
of people like to stuff them in their pockets or bags to take home 
to the children as something coming from the White House. 

It would be interesting to know what the annual! out-take from 
the White House is in matters of this kind. So far as known, 
no president’s wife has ever kept a record or made public an 
accounting. It isn’t proper to make complaints against your guests, 
particularly where Uncle Sam pays the bill, 

Whatever losses are sustained by such souvenir-seeking pilferers 
are made up by congressional appropriations, it is presumed. Con- 
gress provides the funds for furnishing and equipping the White 
House and these are- regarded as legitimate items of expense. 

If this were not so the-prevailing practice of most White House 
guests would probably put a heavy strain on presidential hos- 
pitality. 

Mrs. Truman is just beginning to understand what it means to 
be a presidential housewife. She will have to replace a lot more 
silverware and White House nick-nacks before her husband’s tenure 
ends.

WASHINGTON.—There’s a long, tall, gangling

He 
won't let people alone because of something he’s got in his mind 


and heart. 


‘He might be called a lobbyist, but of the better and commendable 
type in the field of human welfare. 


This is Paul A. Strachan’s big 
week, and the big week for those 
he represents. 


It is “National Employ-the-Phys- 
ically-Handicapped Week,” so de- 
creed by an act of congress and 
proclaimed by President Truman. 
Paul Strachan is responsible for 
this week’s being set aside to en- 
list interest in the millions of 
physically handicapped in the 
country. It will be observed an- 
nually from now on. He is re- 
sponsible also for the “American 
Federation of the Physically Hand- 
icapped,” of which he is presi- 
dent and dynamo. 


GETTING A WEEK set aside 
nationally and officially was a job 
that took him three and a half 
years. It was his idea. He went 
at it by himself He enlisted Rep. 
Jerry Voorhis, Democrat, Califor- 
nia, and Sen. Harley M. Kilgore, 
Democrat, W. Va., who introduced 
resolutions in house and _ senate. 
Then he started button-holing oth- 
er members. He's the greatest 
button-holer you ever saw, and 
once he gets hold of your lapel he 
doesn’t let go soon or easy. 


The resolution, approved by con- 
gress, was signed by President 
Truman Aug. 11, this year. After- 
ward the President issued a proc- 
lamation specifying that during 
this week, Oct. 7-13, “Appro- 

riate ceremonies are to be 

eld throughout the nation, the 
. of which will be to en- 

st public support for and inter- 
est in the employment of other- 
wise qualified but physically han- 
dicapped workers.” 

There are millions of them in 
the country normally. 


OBSERVANCE of this week for 
the first time this year is particu- 
larly timely. It serves to call our 
attention, as a nation. to the hun- 
dreds of thousands who are handi- 
capped, in one way or another, 
from service of their country in 
the war, disabled veterans. 


War plants took a toll as well 
@s the war. 


HELPING all these citizens to 
readapt themselves to a place in 
our society—in business, industry, 
agriculture, the professions—is a 
national responsibility, a state re- 
sponsibility and a community re- 
sponsibility. Many have found 
useful and profitable jobs, and 
happy and normal lives, with the 
help of retraining programs now 
sponsored by communities, indus- 
tries, states and the federal gov- 
ernment. 

The physically handicapped con- 
tributed to the war program, by 
finding jobs in plants to help re- 
lieve the manpower shortage. 

Many remarkable and almost 
miraculous, readjustments have 
been made. What can be done is 
no better exemplified than by 
Paul Strachan, himself. Once a 
successful businessman, he was in- 
capacitated by a long illness from 
which he emerged with complete 
loss of his hearing as well as oth- 
er marks. For a time he was ac- 
tive in the labor movement. 


THEN he got the idea of trying 
to help others who were physical- 
ly handicapped. Three years ago 
he started the American Federa- 
tion of the Physically Handicapped 
which now has lodges all over the 
country. 

He is tireless, indefatigable. 
Early every morning he is down 
at his little office. All day he is 
busy at his numerous chores, get- 
ting out mail and attending to the 
details of his organization. All 
day he’s busy at his job, visiting 
members of congress and officials 
at government agencies charged 
with rehabilitation. He is respon- 
sible for a congressional investiga- 
tion going on now into the prob- 
lem of the physically handicapped 
in order to establish a better co- 
ordinated federal program. A 
skillful writer, he turns out his 
own copy and he is an eloquent 
speaker. 

Give Paul Strachan a big hand 
this week. 

You can do this by interesting 
yourself in what your own com- 
munity is doing.

Roosevelt 
A Swindler 


WASHINGTON.—Fully appreci- 
ating the gravity of a charge that 
the late President Roosevelt was 
a swindler in the part he played 
in the settlement of the loan by 
John Hartford to his son, Elliott, 
I deliberately make that charge 
now. 


The crux of the matter is the 
fact that he initiated the plan to 
buy back Elliott’s collateral, 2,000 
shares of the Texas State Net- 
work, at the paltriest possible price 
by representing to Hartford that 
it was worthless, knowing that 
Hartford was content to keep the 
stock, regardless of its worth or 
worthlessress. 


THE RECOVERY of the collat- 
eral by representations which have 
been flatly impugned by the mi- 
nority report of the House Ways 
and Means Committee, is the ac- 
tion upon which I base my state 
ment that Mr. Roosevelt’s course 
was deliberately dishonest and 
that the effect of that course was 
a swindle. 

Had he been content with the 
liquidation of the debt, that, in- 
deed, would have been a sufficient 
abuse of his office to indict him 
before the bar of historical judg- 
ment. But that would have been 
enough to relieve his son of worry 
over his debt. 

Why did Mr. Roosevelt want 
also to recover the 2,000 shares as 
well as the notes signed jointly 
by Elliott and his wife of that 
time? If the stock was worthless 
why wasn’t he willing to let Hart- 
ford keep it? Why did he ask 
Jones to recover, also, the stock 
held as collateral by David G. 
Baird, Maxwell Bilofsky and 
Charles Harwood, the governor of 
the Virgin Islands, who got that 
job, and a terrible job it is, by 
Mr. Roosevelt’s executive appoint- 
ment after Harwood loaned $25,- 
000 to either Elliott or his radio 
company? ’ 


THE ANSWER is found in the 
minority report which says, “When 
the Texas State Network did begin 
to show earnings, in 1942, the 
President of the United States 
stepped into the picture to ask 
Jesse Jones to settle the indebted- 
ness @md reacquire the stock, even 
though only half of the indebted- 
ness was then due and payable. 
As a result of this, Elliott’s in- 
debtedness was settled for about 
two cents on the dollar, on or 
about Mar. 17, 1942. Reliance was 
placed on self-serving representa- 
tions that the stock was worthless. 


“There is also evidence to show 


that in September, 1941, 350 


shares of T. S. N. were sold at $17 


a share and that it was re-sold 
the next January for $17.50 a 
share.” 


A STOCK that brought $17.50 in 
January was “worthless” in March 
when Jones bought it back. 


quoted as having said that “begin- 
ning in 1942,” the year, mind you, 
that Hartford gave up, “the cor- 


poration started to show a profit.” 
‘Is the stock of a profitable com- 
|pany worthless? 

The Hartford stock, which I 
‘here isolate for discussion, was 
delivered by Jones to President 
‘Roosevelt. And, on Nov. 19, 1943, 
'the President, himself, by a per- 
sonal letter to Mrs. Ruth Googins 
Roosevelt, since divorced from El- 
liott, delivered the 2,000 shares 
to her. 

Mr. Roosevelt, who initiated this 
devious deal and received progress 
reports and, finally, the proceeds 
which were then applied to his 
son’s future obligations under the 
divorce settlement, was the author 
of a memorable denunciation of 
those who resort to “clever little 
schemes having the color of le- 
gality.”

I have sometimes laughed heart- 
ily as if I thought it a good joke 
and admired the delightful casual- 
ness of the unpunctual; but I am 
a very deceiving person, also a 
most hypocritical one in some re- 
spects and, even as I laugh, I am 
placing the unpunctual in a cor- 
ner of my memory marked: Stink- 
ers. 

I have always made punctual- 
ity something of a fetish because 
I know the feeling of humiliation 
that is visited upon one kept wait- 
ing, especially when the appoint- 
ment involves asking a favor of 
the unpunctual. I think being kept 
waiting on just a social appoint- 
ment is uncomplimentary to say 
the least, because it implies a lack 
of respect for one’s status and per- 
sonality. 


I MEAN, many an unpunctual 
guy—who would almost break his 
neck getting somewhere on time 
to split a canape with some celeb- 
rity whom he may never see 
again—would think nothing of 
keeping a friend of 20 years wait- 
ing for hours to go to dinner. 

Then he finally rushes up, ap- 
parently all out of breath, with 
the usual protestations of regret 
and the usual tales about the 
phone ringing just as he was leav- 
ing and there was Louie B. 
Mayer on the wire and Louie sim- 
ply would not hang up, or the 
traffic was tough, or he could not 
break away from a meeting, or his 
wife suddenly developed the hives. 

This routine is all right the first 
few years but eventually it be- 
comes a great bore. Sometimes I 
ask myself why I go on sacrific- 
ing ay own time and my patience 
in waiting on unpunctual persons, 
and I think the answer is the 
thought that is ever in my mind 
as I fume at the trysting place 
that maybe something unexpected 
really did happen to detain the 
bloke. I am the victim of my own 
forebearance. 


BUT I DO NOT TRUST an un- 
punctual man beyond sociability. 
I would not hire an unpunctual 
man in a position of trust because 
I think unpunctuality is a symp- 


tom of unreliability that is bound 
to expand as the years go on. I 
think it also indicative of a streak 
of callousness towards one’s fellow 
human being. 


I will not treat here of the un- 
punctuality of women because I 
think this is a pathological matter. 
I think it is a minor reflection of 
the innate cruelty of most women 
toward men and should be regard- 
ed as a serious symptom, and not 
as the stock bit of American hu- 
mor that has encouraged many 
women to think it is cute.

Rejuvenate 
The Navy 


It seems strange to speak of re- 
juvenating a service which has 


performed as brilliantly as the 
U. S Navy has done during World 
War II. But rejuvenation is as 
good a word as any to express the 
purpose of the series of steps re- 
cently announced or projected by 
the Navy Department. These in- 
clude the promotion to flag rank 
(commodore or higher) of a batch 
of reserve officers; the promo- 
tion of some 60,000 officers from 
the rank of commander down, 
most of whom are reservists; the 
promotion to flag rank of some 50 
regular Navy captains who are 
now in their forties or early 
fifties; lowering of the automatic 
retirement age from 64 to 62: the 
creation of a permanent board for 
the involuntary retirement of of- 
ficers of flag rank and of a 
temporary board for the involun- 
tary retirement of officers below 
flag rank. 


SOME of these steps might prof- 
itably have been taken during the 
war. But the need for them has 
been accentuated by the conclu- 
sion of hostilities. Others, consid- 
ering the high level of perform- 
ance of the Navy, would have 
been inappropriate during the war 


®but are desirable if the postwar 


Navy is to be vigorous and for- 
ward-looking and is to command 
strong public support. 


PRESIDENT TRUMAN, in addi- 
tian, has shown an active interest, 
especially in the status of reserve 
officers. The White House recent- 
ly sent back a list of recommend- 
ed promotions to rear admiral 
with the notation that every of- 
ficer on the list was an Annapolis 
graduate and the observation that 
by now there must be some re- 
serve officers worthy of advance- 
ment to flag rank. (Only a hand- 
ful have received this recognition 
—some of them Annapolis grad- 
uates who had resigned from the 
Navy before the present war.) 

The President’s suggestion has 
been :complied with. The promo- 
tions will be temporary, and many 
of the men thus recognized will 
soon be leaving active service, -as 
will many of the younger reserve 
officers who are to be promoted. 
However, these indications of a 
new and better deal for reserve 
officers may encourage some of 
the best of the younger ones to 
make the Navy a career. 


HOWEVER, the promotion of 
the ablest regular officers in the 
middle tiers is also essential to 
the vitality of the Navy. Many 
officers of corresponding ability 
and length of service in the Army 
and Army Air Forces became gen- 
eral officers during the war. The 
Navy’s expansion during the war 
was relatively smaller than that of 
other services. But the Navy also 
seemed to be more inclined to 
favor its older officers. 

A reduction of the compulsory 
retirement age would sheer off 
part of the Navy’s top crust. : 

The rejuvenation now in process 
will be applauded outside the 
Navy, as its purposes are under- 
stood, even though it may seem 
unfair to a few older officers who 
are still vigorous and have done 
their war jobs well.

CHANNING COPE 


The Missing Links 
Are Now Being Joined 


Slowly but surely the missing links in the chain 

of agricultural success are being joined together. 

, ™ For the most part, these missing links are asso- 
ciated with knowledge or lack of knowledge; we are uninformed or 
misinformed about many angles of the new system of farming we 


are trying to adopt. 

The new farming which is be- 
coming better known at “conserv- 
ation” farming, is based on lime, 
legumes and livestock, for the 
most part. We have been at this 
type of farming long enough to 
realize the value of laying out our 


fields on the contour rather than 
in square or oblong shapes, and of 
using broadbased terraces to make 
the water “‘walk” between terraces 
rather than “run,” and thus to 
hold the topsoil where it is. All 
good farmers now inoculate le- 
gume seed with the proper bac- 
teria, knowing that failure to do 
this will lessen the yield and may 
even result in cOmplete crop fail- 
ure. ’ 


Corn and the small grains are 
treated with preparations which 
kill smut and various other dis- 
eases. There is no longer any 
doubt as to the value of the humus 
and of legumes in the building of 
the land. No one doubts the value 
of lime and phosphorus in the 
growing of legumes. Good breed- 
ing stock has been shown conclus- 
ively to be more profitable than 
scrub stock. It is agreed by all that 
quality fruits and vegetables can 
be produced only by making use 
of the sprays and dusts and gasses 
prepared for the purpose of kill- 
ing the numerous bugs which at- 


tack them. 


FARMERS ARE beginning to in- 
vestigate the nutritional aspects 
of the newer type of farming, and 
there is no determining how far 
this step will take us forward. 
Heretofore, farmers have used lime 


to sweeten the soil and thus to 
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“So thats why they decided 


make possible the growing of clov- 
ers and other legumes which will 
not thrive in acid soil. Now, they 
are thinking of lime in terms of 
calcium and the need for calcium 
in the manufacture of bone and 
hair and teeth in animal produc- 
tion. New questions are being pro- 
pounded. Will the one or two tons 
of ground limestone per acre, 
which may be sufficient to neutral- 
ize the acid soil, be sufficient to 


provide all the calcium the animal 
needs to produce bone, teeth and 
hair on a par with animals raised 
in other parts of the world? So 
with phosphorus, 


CAN WE PUT enough phosphor- 
us in our pasture feeds through 
the use of basic slag or commercial 
phogphate to give our animals 
which consume these feeds the size 
and bone structure and other 
characteristics so that they may 
compete with animals from other 
sections? Phosphorus is vital to 
plant growth and especially to le- 
gumes. But how about this ques- 
tion of animal nutrition? 

These are some of the questions 
which are interesting the farmer 
and livestock grower of today. No 
doubt, the answer is already avail- 
able somewhere. Our experiment 
stations and colleges of agriculture 
are usually far ahead of the rest 
of us. They dare not carry us too 
rapidly for fear of confusing us. 
But, farmers are learning the new 
ways with greater and greater 
speed. And, as we digest them, we 
spring forward to a new “high” in 
Georgia agriculture.

Cutcliffe's 
$100 Bond 
Held Forfeit 


Traffic Judge Luke Arnold has 
forfeited a $100 cash bond posted 
by Walter Cutcliffe, 46, of 1620 
Piedmont avenue, N. E., who al- 
legedly threatened one of two of- 
ficers when they attempted to 
give a copy of charges to a young 
woman for running through a red 
light on Ponce de Leon avenue. 


Cutcliffe failed to show up for 
trial for the second time yester- 
day afternoon and for the second 
time sent Judge Arnold a request 
that the bond be forfeited. Cut- 
cliffe was arrested on charges of 
interfering with an officer by Pa- 
trolman Durrell Fuller on Sept. 19 
and immediately upon arrival at 
the police station posted the bond. 

The case was originally sched- 
uled for trial on Sept. 24, but was 
checked by Judge Arnold when 
Cutcliffe failed to show up for 
trial. Judge Arnold said at the 
first hearing he had received a 
letter from Cutcliffe which stated 
that an Atlanta newspaper had 
“inflamed” the mind of the public 
against him. 

In checking the case, Arnold de- 


clared that hearings in his court 
were conducted solely on the evi- 
dence presented to him and the 
points of law involved. He added 
“if. that is the way Cutcliffe feels 
about it, then I want him to come 
into court and be tried.” 

Yesterday, however, Arnold said 
he had received word from Cut- 
cliffe that his main witness was 
not available and a second request 
that the bond be forfeited. 

Police records show Cutcliffe 
has been convicted many times for 
lottery and liquor violations.

HE'S JAP DEFENDER 


Atlanta Wife 
Against Mate 
In This Case 


For the first time in her married 
life, Mrs. Walter C. Hendrix is 


praying that her lawyer husband 
will lose his forthcoming trial 
case. 

By way of explanation, Lt. Col. 
Hendrix, of Atlanta, and now in 
Manila, is one of those whose job 
it is to defend Lt. Gen. Tomoyuki 
Yamashita, the bullet-headed Jap 
leader charged with brutal atroci- 
ties against Americans and Fili- 
pinos, 

“This is one case I am hoping 
my husband will lose,” declared 
Mrs. Hendrix, the former Miss 
Mary Bulloch Smith, when _ in- 
formed of her husband’s position 
on Col. Harry E. Clarke’s defense 
staff for Yamashita, whose trial 
is slated for Oct. 29. 

“Of course,” she continued, “I’m 
not too happy over the fact that 
my husband must defend the Jap 
militarist, and I know that Walter 
won't like his job. However, I feel 
sure he will do his best since de- 
fending Yamashita is his duty.” 

Lt. Col. Hendrix, who was pro- 
moted from major two weeks ago, 
practiced law in Atlanta for ap- 
proximately 15 years as a member 
of the law firm, Fine and Hendrix. 
He entered the service in March, 
1942, and went overseas this last 
February. 

The 38-year-old Atlantan, a re- 
serve officer, saw his first year of 
service as an infantry officer in 
the Atlanta headquarters. He then 
was switched to the Atlanta judge 
advocate office of the Army. After 
six months’ training in that capac- 
ity, he served as post judge advo- 
cate in three different military 
posts. They were: Camp Mackxall, 
N. €.;: Camp Gordon Johnston, 
Fla., and Camp Gordon, Ga. 

Col. Hendrix, Atlanta born, is a 
graduate of Tech high school and 
of Emory University -School of 
Law. 

He has two children, Walter ITI,
